They are attempting to 
foist upon the unions the same defeatist 
policy with which they are trying to restrain 
the war effort and hamper world unity 
against the Axis. 

This decision by the Council majority 
brazenly flouts the will of the membership 
of the AFL, including the members of Dan 
Tobin’s Teamsters Union, as of all labor. 
It repudiates its own responsibility in win- 
ning the war. . 

According to latest information, the Brit- 
ish Trade Union Congress still has the AFL 
counter-proposal under advisement. It also 
has the favorable reply of the CIO and the 
Railroad Brotherhoods. It is to be hoped that 
the TUC will accept the CIO proposal for 
outright affiliation and do everything pos- 
sible to urge the AFL to reconsider its 
position. 

But the main job has to be done here. It 
is absolutely necessary for labor to support 


fully the United Nations War Policy of our 
Government through developing interna- 
tional labor unity. The CIO should take the 
initiative to bring about friendly cooperation 
and common action of American labor with 
the British and Soviet trade unions. The 
membership of the AFL must back the posi- 
tion of Green, the CIO, of Citrine, of the 
Latin American Confederation of Labor, of 
the Canadian and Australian unions, to ac- 
cept the invitation to affiliate with the Anglo- 
Soviet Committee.
